A President FOP France 


Chosen Today, 


Moderate Bepublicans Defeat 


Their Opponents Who 


Wanted Meline, 


FRENCH PRESIDENT CHOSEN. 


31. bonbet Elected, at Versailles Today 


Over W. Meliue. 


Paris, Feb. 18—M. Loubet was today 


elected president of France. In ac- 
cordance with, the constitution the 
senate and chamber of deputies met 
in joint session for the purpose of 
choosing a successor to M. Faure. The 
principal candidates for the high Office 
were M. Loubet, president of the sen- 
ate, and M. Meline, a former premier. 
The election took place ait Versailles 
and resulted in M. Loubet, 483 votes; 
M. Meline, 270 votes. 


Emile Loubet is 48 years old. He 


formed the ministry under President 
Carnot, on February 27, 1892, he being 
the premier and minister of the inte- 
rior. He has also been minister of 
public works and president ot 
the 


chamber of deputies. His political and 
private life has been spotless: He be- 
longs to the moderate republican party. 


European sovereigns will soon trans- 


fer to M. Loubet their friendly regard. 
He is a good,-unaffected, level-headed 
man, of honest, open life, and far more 
intellectual culture than M. Faurfe He 
is an advocate and practised at the 
Montilemar bar. Montilemar is bis 
naitve town. 


As a precaution against a coup d'etat, 


or any attempts of the sort, the troops 
have been ordered to keep within bar- 
racks m all the garrisons. 


Some fatality follows the presidents of 


the French republic. Of tha six we have 
had,'only President Grevy lived through 
a full term of office; ajid he was forced 
to resign soon after re-election. Presi- 
dent Thiers was forced to resign by a 
hostile vote of parliament. Marsha! 
JlacMahon. found he could *not remain 
president •wlfh dignity. M. Caeimir- 
Perier's motives for throwing up the 
situation are siill a. mystery. Carnot 
was assassinated and Faure smitten as 
if by a thunderbolt. 


Dr. Lanae-Longue 
attributed 
tha 


breakdown in the president's health to 
Fashoda, and thinks that the conse- 
quent anxiety used up hts vitality. M. 
Faure had fostered the scheme Major 
Marchand was sent to accomplish, and 
Jbe was terrified at its possible conse- 
quences. Dr. Lanne-Longue tells me 
that after the Fashoda incident M. Faure 
lost his appetite. It was then he began 
to feel so limp in the legs that he feared 
to ride on horseback. 


Public e v«nts in France have a strange 


suddenness and take spontaneously a 
dramatic character. Thus M. Faure's 
body lies in a salje des fetes, or hall of 
festivities. The cards had been issued 
to 6000 persons to attend a state ball next 
Thursday. Today the tapestries of the 
ball room have been taken down that the 
room may be hung in black. 


M. Faure had looked forward with de- 


light to the Elysee being In 1900 the resort 
of sovereigns. The last letter h« had 
from Emperor Nicholas was an accep- 
tance of his (Faure's) invitation. 
He 


took great pleasure, also, in thinking 
that membership In the order of the 
Annunciation would make 
him 
a 


"cousin" of King Humbert; and the In- 
signia of that order were to have been 
presented to him by a special «mba&sy 
this month. But his soul was suddenly 
required of him; and all connected with 
his presidential career is over. His death 
preaches a sermon upon the vanity of 
human ambition. 


The whole official world has paid forma) 


risits of condolence to thejpalace, the 
formality consisting In writing the visi- 
tor's name In the register.' Piles of tele- 
grams from corporate bodies, personal 
friends, sympathizers In all parts of 
France, and, indeed, Eurdpe and even 
Asia have arrived. The first to tele- 
graph to Mme. Faure was Emperor Will- 
lam; the next, Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia. The army has been ordered to go 
Into mourning until after the-obsequies. 


The German emperor's telegram is ef- 


fusive. Dowager Queen'Emmaand Queen 
Wilhelmina of the Netherlands have 
telegraphed 
heKrtfelt 
condolences. 


Queen Victoria as yet hat made no 
sign, but Lord Salisbury has, in a mes- 
sage to M. Delcasse.

of Health Filed This 


Afternoon. 


ONE CHANGE FROM LAST YEAR 


Second Crop From Flagg's Meadow 


Condemned While First is Accepted. 


Oeerfield River Ice AI Right. 


Text of Adjudication. 


The long delayed ice report and, ad- 


judication was filed this afternoon. In 
it there is only one change from last 
year's adjudication. tThis Is the con- 
demning: of the second crop secured by 
Orr from the Flagg meadow pond. The 
state pond ice is of course allowed, on 
the strength of the state board's judg- 
ment. 
' 


The results of the adjudication are as 


follows: 


Allowed for domestic use—Ice from 


Stamford reservoir, Keservoir pond, 
Deerfield river or state pond, Kemp's 
pond, Flagg's meadow first crop. 


Unfit for domestic use—Ice from 


Hudson biook, Flagg's meadow second 
crop. 


Unfit for use—Ice from Witt pond. 
The long discussion was over the 


Flagg meadow ice. Two analyses were 
made. Mr. Orr did not cut ice from 
Witt pond this year. The analyses 
were made by Prof. Hears of Williams 
college. Here is the adjudication: 
We find and do adjudicate that the so- 
so-called Witt pond is unfit as a source 
supply, the ice therefrom is impure and 
unfit for use. 
" 


"We find and adjudicate that the so- 


called Hudson brook is unfit as a 
source of ice supply, the ice therefrom 
is impure and unfit for domestic use. 


We find and do -adjudicate, in ac- 


cordance with the chemist's report, 
that the first crop of ice from the 
Flagg's meadow pond is pure and fit 
for domestic use. We find and do ad- 
judicate that all ice cut subsequently 
from the said pond is of an inferior 
quality, impure and unfit for domestic 
use. 


"We find that the surroundings of 


Kemp's pond have been improved, the 
objections of last year having been re- 
moved. We do therefore adjudicate it 
to- be a suitable source of ice supply. 


We .find and do adjudicate, in ac- 


cordance with the report of the state 
bC-ard of health hereunto attached, 
that the ice cut from the Deerfield river 
is pure and fit for domestic use.

BOTANY BAY HISTORY 


THE THUS STORY OF THE NOTORI- 


OUS SOUTH SEA SITE.

The flrat convict fleet sailed away 


from England in May, 1787, called at 
Bio Janeiro, and arrived at Botany Bay 
early in January, 1768. In the fleet 
were a 80 gun frigate, an armed tender. 
•three storesbips and iix transports, far 
the largest fleet that ever sailed to the i 
South sea, though the largest vessel | 
measured only 450 tons and the small* 
eet only 270 tona 


OB the six small transports for this 


long, tropical voyage were packed con- 
victs numbering 564 men and 193 wom- 
en. There were also carried 168 marines 
and 10 officers, a few surgeons and me- 
ohnnios, the wives of 40 of the marines 
and IS children, the offspring of con- 
viots. 
Approximately 1,000 persons 


therefore went to fonnd the colony in 
the newest world less than 110 years 
old. Captain Philip of the British navy 
was placed in command of the expedi- 
tion and given a commission as governor 
and captain general of Now South 
Walea 


It is easy for the visitor of today to 


understand the blank dismay that Philip 
must have felt when the fleet sailed 
into Botany Bay and ha saw for the 
first time the place which had been 
recommended to him as the spot for set- 
tlement. It had been selected by the ad- 
vice of Captain Cook, whose botanists 
had bean so delighted with the profu- 
sion of new plants they found there that 
they had given it the expressive name. 
Philip found on first examination that 
a more unsuitable site for a new settle- 
ment hardly could have been chosen. 
The bay was shallow, there was no 
good anchorage, there was no good wa- 
ter, and the adjacent land was not fer- 
tile, except for botanical specimens. 


Leaving the fleet anchored in the bay, 


Philip started np the coast in his tender 
to hunt for a better home. Nine miles 
to the northward he found himself fao- ' 
ing those great gatea now known as 
Sydney head, which Cook had seen 
from a distance, and, satisfied with 
Botany Bay, had marked on his chart 
as a possible harbor for small boats. 
Philip rounded the south bead and was 
amazed to see opening before him the , 
bays of Port Jackson — Snyder harbor ' 
now—famed the world over as the finest 
harbor in the seven seas and disputed 
for that distinction by few. Three days ' 
of exploration left no possible doubt 
that this was the place to be selected, 
and Philip returned at onoe to Botany. 


The fleet was standing ont of the bay, 


when two French frigates appeared in 
the offing. They bore an exploring party 
under Oomte de la Perouse, without 
hostile intentions, which was an im- 
mense relief to the colonibts. Botany 
Bay was left to the Frenchmen. They 
refreshed and refitted there, staying un- 
til March, and burying on shore one of 
their company, the naturalist of the ex- 
pedition, who died of wounds received 
in an encounter with the natives of an 
island they had touched. A few months 
later the French expedition was ship- 
wrecked, and every one of the crew was 
murdered by the natives of Vanikoro, 
one of the Santa Cruz islands. In 1825 
a monument was erected by the French 
government to the memory of the com- 
mander of the expedition at Botanv 
Bay. 


This is 'all of the story of Botany Bay, 


a name long infamous because of its as- 
sociation with convict transportation. 
No convict ever .was landed there, no 
settlement ever was made there, and it 
never had anything more to do with the 
" system !> than I -have related, It is a 
circular bay, with au entrance BO wide 
as to leave it almost an open roadstead. 
The shores are flat, low, sandy and un- 
interesting. 


When I'went there not long ago, the 


tide was ont and the beach was foul 
with all sorts of drifts. One peninsnla, 
which juts between the bay and the 
ocean, has been reserved for noxious 
trades, and they will elbow the obelisk 
erected to the memory of Captain Cook, 
so that in the future the bay will be no 
more savory than its name has been, 
mi justly, in the past. The French mon- 
ument is at the other side of the en- 
trance to the bay. 


It was the 26th of January, 1768, 


when the fleet of , Governor Arthcr 
Philip entered what is now Sydney har- 
bor. 
The settlement of the continent of 


Australia was begun. — •Chicago Record.

haply, drunken passengers, whom it was 
easy and a pleasure to rob. 


And this was the way of a Sunday 


in June or July, 1760.—London Queen.

From Sayar. 


A phenomenon, the cause of which 


has not yet been satisfactorily explain 
ed, was described at a meeting of the 
British association. Disks of loaf sugar 
were mecinted on a lathe and rapidly 
rotated while a hammer played lightly 
against them. An almost continuous 
radiation of light was thus produced 
from the sugar. It was shown that the 
light did not arise from heating of the 
sugar, and it is believed to be caused 
by some change taking place in the 
sugar crystals. The act of crystalliza- 
tion is known to be sometimes accom 
panied by flashes of light. The practi- 
cal bearing of these experiments is on 
the question of the possibility of obtain- 
ing artificial light by methods as yet 
untried.—Youth's Companion.

American Flagmatnaar. 


There are 80 flag factories in the 


United States, of which more than one- 
half are in the state of New York and 
have an invested capital of $500,000 
and pay in wages nearly $200,000 a 
year.

A Mexican mining company, •which 


owns 800 males, keeps a dentist on its 
staff simply to look after the mules' 
teeth. 


One of Mr. T. tale's amiable weaknesses 


is the habit of bolting his food, which 
frequently causes dyspepsia or other dis- 
eases. This bolting of his food is not 
caused by a desire to hasten his meal, 
but because his molars, or back teeth, 
having more work to perform than bis 
front teeth, wear away in the course of 
a few years .and become much shorter 
than the front ones, thus allowing the 
food to pass into the stomach without 
being properly masticated. In cases'of 
this kind the incisors, or front teeth, 
have to be filed down an eighth or a 
quarter of an inch. 


The molars cf the mule are three and 


a half inches in length, while the in- 
cisors measure two and a half inches, 
and, judging from his signs of pain, 
the nerves are as sensitive as those of 
human beings. An expert dentist oper- 
ates on 24 mules a day. 


The extracting instruments are from 


two to three feet in length, and the en- 
tire case of instruments weighs fully 50 
pounds.

Owing to tbe Recent Onntlnc of the 


Dona Prom Otber Territory In the 
Old *nd New Worlds, This I* Espe- 
cially Timely Just Jfow—A Famous 
Piece of Sandstone That Commemo- 
rates tie Event. 


While people all over the country are 


rejoicing at the expulsion of the Span- 
iards from the outlying part of the 
western hemisphere, Alabamians are 
arranging to celebrate tbe centennial of 
the expulsion of the Spaniards from 
Alabama soil north of the line of 31 de- 
grees latitude. 
The celebration will 


take place in May, this year, and will 
be under the auspices of the Alabama 
Historical society. The committee met 
the other day in Mobile in the law office 
of Hannis Taylor, former United States 
minister to Spain. The members are 
Hannis Taylor, E. L. Russell, president 
of the Mobile and Ohio railroad; T. G. 
Bush, president of the Mobile and Bir- 
mingham railroad; P. J. Hamilton, for- 
mer city attorney and author of "Colo- 
nial Mobile," and Thomas M. Owen. 


An excursion will be given by rail 


from Mobile to Jetekson, Clarke county, 
and thence by boat to St. Stephens, 
Washington county, the first capital of 
Alabama. Addresses will be made by 
Governor Joseph F. Johnston, president 
of the Alabama Historical society; Gen- 
eral Joseph Wheeler, Hannis Taylor, 
and Peter J. Hamilton. After the ad- 
dresses have been delivered the remains 
of the old town of St. Stephens and the 
old fort and cemetery will be visited. 


Andrew Ellicott, a Quaker surveyor, 


was employed by the United States in 
1798 to survey the line of 31 degrees 
north latitude. The survey began at the 
east bank of the Mississippi river, at 
the line of 31 degrees north, and extend- 
ed east. This was to be the boundary 
between the American and Spanish pos- 
sessions as agreed to by tbe treaty of 
1795. A fe\ days after beginning the 
Burvey Ellicott waa joined by Major 
Stephen Minor and Sir William Dun- 
bar, commissioners on the part of 
Spain. Great difficulties were encoun- 
tered in making the survey. It is said 
that a mound was thrown np at the end 
of every mile. 
When Pearl river was 


reached, Ellicott left the surveyors and 
went down Pearl river in a canoe to 
New Orleans. There he bought a smpll 
vessel, supplies and camp equipage and 
sailed to Mobile. 
He then proceeded 


up Mobile river until he reached the 
camp of the surveyors, who had in tbe 
meantime passed through the lands of 
the Choctaw nation. The line of 31 de- 
grees struck Mobile rive* about six 
miles below the junction of the Tom- 
bigbee and Alabama rivers. 


The demarcation line determined the 


old Spanisn station of St. Stephens was 
within the American boundary. The 
Spaniards deeply regretted this, for the 
poat was important in connection with 
Indian trafie and diplomacy. 
In pdnt 


of fact the treaty not only cut off the 
Spaniards from the Bigbeo and Ala- 
bama rivers, but opened these river dis- 
tricts to American settlement. 
This 


was soon realized. Mississippi territory 
was created in that year, reaching from 
Georgia to tbe Mississippi river, and 
the military road soon cut from Georgia 
to the Tensas facilitated the populating 
of the Bigbee country. 
The beginning 


of Anglo-Saxon Alabama was en the 
lower Tombigbee river, particularly at 
St. Stephens, with Fort Stoddard, just 
below the junction of the rivers, as the 
port of entry. The acquisition of Mo- 
bile by the Americans was then only a 
question of time. 


In making the survey of the demar- 


cation line Ellicott erected a piece of 
sandstone at Chastang's, near a trest! 
on the Mobile and Birmingham rai 
road. This sandstone has become fa 
mous and today is the starting poiia 
of all surveying in southwest Alabama

The 
best thing the administration can do 
is to make a show of power in the 
islapd that will prove to Aguinaldo 
that his petulant remonstrance is use- 
less, for the history of theseislandsshow 
that, when the leaders of insurrections 
were killed off or brought up,- the 
credulous natives who followed them 
were glad to return to vocations of ! 
peace and that the people of the fslands 
as a whole were better satisfied. 


If the Schurmann commission—sent 


to determine the condition in the 
islands so that this country may have 
frustworthy information to guide its 
relations to the Filipinos— is expected 
to accomplish anything a state of peace 
and general communication must be 
established so that the commission 
may not fall in its duty because of con- 
sequences over which it could have no 
control.

REVIVAL OF TRADE 


Follows Close Upon Heel* of Bijr Storm 


Which Covered the Conntry. 


New* York, Feb. 18.—Bradstreet'ssaysi 


Following the long contiir-ed cold wave, 
culminating in heavy snow and sleel 
storms and inclement weather generally 
throughout nearly all sections of the 
country, coma reports of reviving spring 
trade. The consensus of opinion seems 
to be that the damage caused in the 
northeast, west and northwest has been 
leas than e .ected; exception is made in 
the case of the winter wheat crop, from 
which trustworthy reports as ta damage 
are not forthcoming* at this early period 
of the year. From- the south come re- 
ports of more serious damage, par- 
ticularly to tha growing fruit and vege- 
table crops. Even her*, however, per- 
martent damage, aside from the reported 
loss of the unpicked cotton, seems to bu 
centered in Georgia, Florida and Louis- 
iana. 


An Important item of southern news is 


the number of reports of damage to the 
oat crop, while it is conceded that wheat 
quite generally escaped. 


Satisfactory reports of a resumption 


of spring distribution come from tlic- 
west, induced by a considerable risj ol 
temperature, and" a good volume of busi- 
ness is reported in the east, and in the 
middle states as a result of the receipt 
of delayed mail orders, though transpor- 
tation is sti. interfered with. Relief is 
hoped for, however, from the spring 
rains. 


A good volume of business has been 


done at New York and Boston following 
the stormy weather, and business in dry 
•goods, particularly cottons, has been 
fairly active, with values firm or tendina" 
upward. A better business is reported 
in dress wo -lens .also/and an improv 
ment is even reported in men's wear 
goods for fall delivery. Business in woo] 
has naturally been quiet, but Boston re- 
ports large transactions in foreign wools 
pending. 


Speculation hfs been rather quieter 


this week in wheat and cotton, though 
effects of trie weather are Visible in the 
advances shown-Jn this cereal and in the 
south's great staple. Wheat exports 
show a considerable decrease, charge- 
able largely to interruption to naviga- 
tion, though foreign buying now finds 
other coun'i ies ottering supplies in com- 
petition witft this country. 


Among the industries iron and steel 


are extremely active and further ad 
vances are reported, shared in by sym- 
pathetic gains in copper and spelter, 


SWipbuildirtg Is likely to be very active, 


and reflection of this demand Is found in 
the urgent inquiry for steel plates at a 
number of centers. While the demand 
for and movement of lumber has been in- 
terfered with, the strength of prices la 
unimpaired. Consumption of coal baa 
naturally been stimulated, but while re- 
tailers have taken advantage of the de- 
mand to en1 ance prices, wholesalers re- 
port quotat Jita unchanged!

Of President Mcflnley's Lsst Day 


in Boston, 


Boston. Feb. 18.—"Good-by"—and the 


last rays of yesterday's setting sun 
glinted oft' the curves of Mr. McKinley's 
shiny tile as the magnificent palace car 
was wafted around a curve that hid 
from sight the bowing, smiling, foare- 
headecl figure of the President of the 
United States. 


A roar of voices like the sound of 


mighty surges beating on a rock-bound 
shore followed the stout, smooth-faced 
man, 
whose plain black suit and dark 


shaggy overcoat formed a humble con- 
trast to the gold-laden uniforms that he 
left behind. 


A number of recent immigrants who 


chanced to be in the big terminal sta- 
tion at the time were heard excitedly 
Jabbering to each other in amazement 
at the scene. To them the stalwart 
uniformed police officials or the gayly 
attired members of the governor's staff 
must have appeared vastly more impres- 
sive than, the simple civilian to whom all 
hats were doffed and all voices raised. 


It was a fitting finale to President 


McKinley's third visit to Boston. First 
he had come as simple "major," with 
a little move than a local reputation as 
an orator. Again he had been presented 
as the rising leader of extreme protec- 
tionists, and the Republican magnates 
of New England had taken his measure 
and given him their approval. 


Now, 
in the zenith of his fame and 


triumphs, he was bidding farewell to t?-e 
men whose loyalty and far-sightedness 
had made him what he is. And so he 
bared his head and foowed his thanks for 
new triumphs. 


The second and last day of the visit of 


President McKinley and. his cabinet was 
spent in one continual round of pleasure. 
This day. like its predecessor, was a 
beautiful one as far as wind and weather 
were concerned, and the different events 
which were crowded into the few re- 
maining hours followed each other with 
bewildering rapidity. 


Al G. A. R. Encampment. 


The president arose and breakfasted 


at 9 o'clock and at 10 o'clock was en route 
to Tremont Temple, where he spolie to 
the members of the Massachusetts de- 
partment of the G. A. R, who were as- 
(lamWed In annual convention. Hera 
Secretary Alger was greeted with cheers 
and cries of, »Tou're all right," and her 
with Sec -clary Long, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith and Secretary Gage said a 
few words to the encampment. The 
president, with much feeling, said: 


Mr. Commander, Comrades of the Grand 


Army—I count myself most fortunate to 
fin'l, upon my visit to the city of Boston, 
my comrades of the Grand Army lit 
session in the same city, thus giving me 
an opportunity once again to look into 
your friendly faces and exchange fra- 
ternal greetings .of -comradeship with 
each and every one of you.' 


You fought in a holy cause, which, 


under the providence of God, triumphed. 
You fought in a cause that made this 
the freest and best and the greatest gov- 
ernment beneath the sun. As I heard 
your cheers this morning,' I felt that you 
still had the old spirit of '61. You not 
only, my comrades, were good soldiers, 
maintaining in the battle's front the 
honor and integrity of the flag we loved 
so much, but since the war, and in your 
relation as citizens to the government, 
you have ever been loyal and faithful, 
preserving in peace the government 
which you secured hi war. The sad fea- 
ture about all these reunions is that our 
numbers are diminishing. 


Every annual rollcall discloses one or 


another of our comrades not present, 
but accounted for. They have gone to 
join their comrades on the other side, 
now in the majority, sleeping beneath 
that low green tent whose curtain never 
turns. It has occurred to me, as it has 
to every old soldier of the war, that the 
conspicuous commanders, those who 
gave orders we loved to obey, have all 
gone from among us—Grant and Sher- 
man, and Sheridan, and Logan, and 
Hancock, and a long line beside that 
are treasured in the memories of the 
loldiers of the republic. 


I am glad to meet you here this morn- 


ing. I am glad to hav;e an opportunity 
of living, as you have had the opportu- 
nity of living, in this last year, when the 
American people have again manifested 
their patriotism, their love of country, 
their devotion to American honor. May 
I suggest to you here this morning that 
you will have to Increase the Grand 
Army of the Republic? I do not know 
how you will do it, but I want to see all 
the brave men of the Spanish war, north 
and south, in some great patriotic or- 
ganization, and I know none better than 
the Gran« Army of the Republic. 


President -vIcKinley's suggestion that 


the Spanish war veterans be admitted 
to membership in tne Grand Army was 
received with cries of "Good! Good!" 
and applause, 
° 
Visit to the I>srtilatnr«. 


Immediately following this carriages 


were taken for the stato n^use, where 
the president, visited the legislature in 
joint session and made an inspiring ad- 
dress. Here also Secretary Long created 
much amusement by his witticisms and 
his allusions to the time when he wielded 
the gavel as speaker of the Massachu- 
setts -house of representatives, in an 
amusing manner he addressed the con- 
vention as though he were at this time 
the speaker, and acting in that capacity 
he formally Introduced his colleague, 
Lyman J. Gage, secretary of the treas- 
ury, who spoke in relation to the financial 
questions of the day. Tha president's 
addreii was as follows:

deny my self the honor of accepting the 
invitation officially extended by Joint res- 
olution of your honorable body, which I 
had the pleasure of receiving from the 
hands of your distinguished senior sena- 
tor, Hon. George F. Hoar. I am not In- 
different to your generous action, and it 
cannot be more sincere than the feeling 
of pleasure which I have in meeting the 
etnators and representatives of the great 
commonwealth of Massachusetts. . 


I am glad to be in ti * ancient capital. 


Here great publh; questions have hart 
free discussion. Here great statesmen, 
whose names live in their country's his- 
tory, have received their training and 
voiced the enlightened opinions of their 
countrymen. Here through the century 
you have chOhKii your fellow-citizens to 
represent you in the councils of the na- 
tion through that great parliamentary 
body, the senate of the United States. 
You have chosen well, and loaders you 
have never lacked. 


What illustrious men have thus borne 


the commission of the legislative body of 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts— 
Adams and Pickering and Webster, 
Choate and E\-erctt and Winthrop, Surn- 
ner, Wilson, and a long list beside illus- 
trious in the annals of your state and of 
the nation, and those later state?mcn, 
Hoar and Lodge, honored everywhere 
for their dostlnguished services to our 
common country. 


It was in the Massachusetts house of 


representatives that John A. Andrew- 
made the speech for human liberty which 
touched the hearts of his fellow-citizens 
und made him your great war governor. 
Nor do I forget that at one time the 
speaker's chair of this legislative body 
was occupied by your former governor 
uncl representative in congress, the able 
secretary of the navy, Hon. John D. 
Long, whose great department has added 
luster to the American navy and glory to 
the American name. 


I am glad to be on this historic ground. 


It revives memories sacred in Ameri- 
can life. It recalls the struggles of the 
founders of Massachusetts for liberty 
and independence. Their unselfish sacri- 
fices, their dauntless courage, are the 
inspiration of all lovers of freedom'ev- 
eryvvhere. Their lives and character 
reach Into every Amer 
n home, and 


have stimulated the best aspirations of 
American,manhood. 


In the beginning of bur national ex- 


istence, and even before, this was the 
home and fountain of liberty. It is the 
home of liberty now, and I am sure that 
what these great men of the past secured 
for us they would have us transmit not 
only to our descendants, but carry to 
oppressed peoples whose interests and 
welfare by the fortunes of war are com- 
mitted to us. 


V'e may regard the situation before us 


as a burden or as an opportunity; but 
whether the one or the other, It Is here, 
and conscience and civilization require 
us to meet it bravely. Desertion of duty 
is not an American habit. It was not the 
custom of the fathers and will not be the 
practice of their sons. 


President McKinley was followed by 


Secretary Gage, who told a few stories, 
mostly at the expense of Secretary 
Long, and described the financial con- 
dition of the country at the present time. 
He spoke of the dangers of over-appro- 
priation, Secretany Long followed with 
a few witticisms, aud he in turn was 
followed by Congressman Grosvenor, 
Whose main point was an arraignment 
of Mr. Long because he was so jocose. 


Reception and Breakfast. 


After a short reception the presidential 


party wis taken on a tour through the 
subway and thence to the Algonquin, 
club, where a breakfast was tendered to 
the gentlemen by the members of the 
Commercial club, composed of the prin- 
cipal business and professional men of 
the city of Boston. The president, with 
Secretaries Long and Gage, spoke here 
also, and Congressman Grosvenor said 
a few words. The president said: 


Gentlemen of the Commercial Club— 
I thank, first, the honored president 


of this association for his generous 
words, anfl his expression of approval 
of much that has transpired in the past 
two years. 
I thank this club as a body 


for this generous expression of good will 
and' sympathy. 
We have much, as a 


nation1, to congratulate ourselves about. 
We were never in all our history on 
such good terms with each other, north 
and- south, east and west, as we are at 
this liour.- The union of hearts and the 
union of hands xrere never stronger 
than in the year 1899. More than that, 
an e^ual cause for congratulation) is 
the fact' that we are today on more 
friendly relations with all the nations 
of the' world than we have been for 
many, many years. 
The treaty of 


peace has been ratified, and we are no 
longer at war with Spain. 
Whatever 


differences of opinion there may be 
Rmong the people of Massachusetts, I 
have discovered that whenever there is 
n crisis in the nation's life, foreign or 
otherwise, Massachusetts 
stands to- 


gether for honest finance and national 
honor. I have been more than pleased 
to meet the representative 
men as- 


sembled around this board, men whom 
I had "never met before, men of letters 
and men of law, men controlling great 
educational and literary institutions.

Strange Adventures of a Re- 


markable Young Soldier. 


HE IS HOW FIGHTIM AT MASILA. 


He Has Fought Indians, Suffered tn 


Death Valley, 'Explored Alaska, 
'Tried to Make Money In Mexico, 
Been a Railroad Man, Bled For Cnbn 
Libre and W«* Condemned to Die. 


Colonel Frederick Funston, who *led 


the three companies of the Kansas regi- 
ment in their gallant charge against 
the Filipinos the other day, is one of 
the youn'gest colonels in the United 
States army. He is 28 years old. 


Colonel Funston was" born in Kansas 


and is the son of an ex-congressman 
from that etate. He was graduated from 
the State university of Kansas and then 
became a newspaper man at Fort Smith, 
Ark. While there he saw bard fighting 
during the Indian outbreaks, joining 
the troops on several occasions and re- 
maining with them through a winter 
campaign. After leaving Fort Smith 
he joined a government expedition to 
Death valley, in southern California, 
sent out to make a geological investiga- 
tion. Death valley is said to be the 
most desolate waste in this country. 
The expedition suffered every kind of 
privation for nine months, in which 
time Colonel Funston took the record 
of the highest temperature ever meas- 
nred for any government, which was 
165 degrees F. 


Returning from this expedition he 


took a commission from the government 
to explore Alaska, and for two yeais he 
wandered about there alone. After a 
rest of several months he went to Mex- 
ico and Central America on a private 
venture, it being his object to get op- 
tions on land for coffee plantations. The 
project needed more financial support 
than he could secure in the west, and 
for this reason he visited New York. 
The support, however, was not forth- 
coming, and Funston became assistant 
secretary for the Topeka and Santa Fe 
railroad. .• 


The routine of this post was monoto- 


nous to him, and three months later he 
surprised his friends by enlisting as a 
private in the Cuban army. His promo- 
tion in that service was-rapid. Soon he 
was made lieutenant, then captflin, 
then major, and finally he was put in 
command of all the artillery force east 
of Havana. During the 18 months be 
spent in Cuba he was in 23 battles, bad 
his left arm mutilated by a shell, re- 
ceived a Mauser bulletin his left lung, 
and was sick of the fever for two 
months. Once while leading a battery 
to a point of vantage he had his horse 
shot under him. The horse rolled on 
Fnnston's right leg, crushing tbe thigh. 
His campaigning bad by tb^s time 
rendered him a physical wreck, and not 
feeling able to continue in • the service 
he asked to be retired. His request was 
granted. On the way to tbe coast, bow- 
ever, he was 'captured by the Spanish. 
He was condemned to die, but later, 
being put on parole, escaped and came 


me»war was declared agamst 


Spain he was commissioned by Governor 
Leedy of Kansas as colonel of the 
Twentieth Kansas regiment. 
Later 


General Miles sent for him to take a 
place on his staff. Colonel Funston in- 
sisted on keeping his regiment, but he 
spent several weeks with General Miles 
at'Tampa, giving him the benefit of his 
knowledge of Ctiba. His regiment waa 
stationed at San Francisco for two 
months. Six weeks before it sailed for 
Manila the colonel met a beautiful wo- 
man of high social position in Oakland, 
whom he married the day the transport 
sailed for the Philippines. 


Colonel Funston arrived in Manila 


with his regiment on Dec. 9. Most of 
the officers are graduates of the Kansas 
State university. The colonel is a abort 
man with broad shoulders.

That They Weigh Little and Have

Even tbe Deadly Green Mango. 
The volunteer had been telling about 


his Cuban experiences, wnen some one 
put in a word about the regulars. 


"I went through the Santiago cam- 


paign," said tbe volunteer, "without 
putting in a day in the hospitals, and I 
attribute my good fortune to the fact 
that I was always ready to take the 
tips of the old timers among the enlist- 
ed men of the regulars. You see, I was 
a raw recruit and not an old national 
guardsman, and I was ready and anx- 
ious to follow the advice of any level 
headed man who had seen real cam- 
paigning. 


"The day,of the fight at Las Guasi- 


mas my regiment was ordered out in 
support. We didn't get within hearing 
of the engagement, 
but 
we went 


through a day of toil that < would have 
tired out a government pack mule. It 
was blazing hot, and we were ordered 
out in heavy marching order. 
We 


scrambled up the biggest and steepest 
hill I ever tackled with a load on my 
back. And then we went at a keen gal- 
lop for three or four miles. Then we 
stretched ourselves out under the burn- 
ing sun and panted and let our tongues 
loll out of our mouths like so many 
dogs in August. 
Finally we turned 


around and marched briskly back to 
Siboney. All this in heavy marching 
order on the hottest day I saw in Cuba. 


"Our captain evidently sized up the 


situation pretty accurately and made 
up his mind that the men wouldn't 
stand much campaigning unless their 
loads were reduced.. So the night before 
we started to march to Sevilla he as- 
sembled the1 company and told the men 
they might use their own judgment 
about lightening their loads, leaving 
behind blankets, shelter tents or any- 
thing they chose except, o.f course, am- 
munition, rifles or rations. 


"I tell you it was a big temptation 


to dump the heavy blankets and shelter 
tents. Nine out of ten of the men did 
so without a moment's thought or hesi- 
tation. The day's work had taken all 
the tuck out of me and I was a very 
Weary Willie indeed. But I had seen 
some western and southwestern camp 
life, and some way tbe idea of throwing 
away shelter and bedding didn't seem 
to appeal to me. I had all night before 
me, so I made for a camp of regulars 
where I knew an old western campaign- 
er. I found my man and stated my 
case. I had rigged myself up in heavy 
marching order, so that he could judge 
the situation accurately. The regular 
sized me up and asked me how much I 
weighed stripped. 
I told him 148 


pounds. 
" 'Well,' he said, 'you should be able 


to tote that load easily if it was packed 
on you so that it would ride. You see, 
the way you've got it strung on to you 
makes you drag it instead of carrying 
it. If you've got a blanked pound of 
the whole load over your center of grav- 
ity or your backbone or your hips, I'll 
"eat that pound, even if it's cartridges. 
If you. start out that way in the morn- 
ing, you'll trot all day with your head 
and shoulders a foot and a half ahead 
of your hips, like a volunteer fireman 
dragging a hose cart. Dump the load 
and I'll reload you.' 


"I didn't need a second invitation. 


First he cut my heavy blanket in two 
and threw one-half away. - Then he be- 
gan to throw superfluous toilet articles 
in all directions. He shoved aside a big. 
bulky, sharp edged, half gallon can of 
tomatoes. I remarked that our captain 
had ordered us not to throw away ra- 
tions. 
" 'Don't!' he replied. 'Swap that 


man killer for rice with some fellow 
who doesn't like rice, but does-like a 
load. Before tomorrow night he'll throw 
it away for jou. Ten of those cans 
would cut a pack mule to pieces.' 


"Finally the regular came to my 


cartridges. There were'160 rounds. If 
I remember rightly, there 'were 60 in 
my cartridge belt and the other 100 
were dumped in my haversack. 
That 


haversack weighed a ton. During that 
day the strap of it had cut a farrow in 
my shoulder an inch deep. The regular 
took a broad strip of heavy canvas and 
cut it in the shape of a sort of jacket 
like a woman's corset cover. He cut it 
full of slits and poked the extra 100 
cartridges into the slits. Then be laced 
the jacket snugly around my chest with 
stout coid. To my surprise, I found 
that the entire 160 cartridges didn't 
seem to weiga a pound. 


'"Now, my boy,' said the regular, 


'you've got a coat of mail and you 
weigh 30 pounds more than you did, 
but your load weighs 80 pounds less.

"I followed bis instructions and 24 


bours later saw one of our doctors eat- 
ing green mango sauce. This incident 
reminds me of another mango story. It 
was after the surrender, and tbe men 
were beginning to sicken in« whole 
squads. By this time the mangoes were 
thoroughly ripe, but bard to find. The 
doctors and hospital corps were being 
worked to death and seemed to make 
little headway against the sickness. 
Suddenly they raised a hue- and cry 
against the mangoes. They attributed 
everything—yellow jack, dengue fever, 
malaria, dysentery and the whole list 
of complaints—to mango eating. 


"My friend of the regulars laughed. 


He had located two hitherto undisturb- 
ed mango trees that were full of- ripe 
fruit. Armed with gunny sacks, we 
slipped out of camp and stripped the 
trees. On our way back we encountered 
a volunteer surgeon, one of those who 
had started the antimango campaign. 
" 'Men,' said he, eying our Itads, 


'what have you got in those sacks r 
" 'Mangoes,' said the regular. 
"The surgeon looked pained. He

GROWTH OF FfeUlf INDUSTRY 


Effect of Closer Relation* With Por- 


to Rico and Philippine*. 


One of the bureaus of the department 


of agriculture is known as the "divi- 
sion of pomology," which is in charge 
of all federal inquiry as to the fruit in- 
dustry of the United States. The im- 
portance of this division is shown by 
the tact that at the last census'there 
were i" *hi= country more than 800,000 
acres of land devoted to tropical -and 
semitropical fruits. 
The acreage has 


greatly increased since, and the indus- 
try generally is certain to increase still 
further by the closer commercial con- 
nections which tbe United States is rap- 
idly establishing in the West Indies and 
in the Philippines. The total'value of 
fruits imported into the United States 
last year was in excess of $13,000,000, 
and of bananas and oranges alone more 
than $2,000,000 worth was imported 
from the West Indies—from the British 
West Indies chiefly. The American ex- 
ports of fruits, of which apples are the 
chief item, amounted last year to near- 
ly $9,000,000, the chief market for 
which was England, though Germany 
and Canada took a very large share. 
, 


Those in charge of the division of po- 


mology are now preparing to meet tbe 
extra demand which they believe may 
be imposed upon them this year. In ad- 
dition to other subjects under iriveiati- 
gaiton it is intended that during the 
next fiscal year a comprehensive repre- 
sentation worthy of the importance of 
the fruit industry of tbe United States 
shall be completed for the Paris exposi- 
tion in 1900. It is believed that in the 
present state of the fruit industry great 
benefit to producers and shippers would 
result from » correct understanding of 
our pomological resources and products. 


The prospective increase in our fruit 


producing areas through the acquisition 
of islands makes desirable the extension 
of investigation to such territory, and 
such investigation is now under way in 
Washington with a view of acquainting 
the American fruit growers with the 
conditions which confront them and.of 
the extra efforts in cultivation which 
the domestic producers will be required 
to make. _

Killing Tour Cariboos Out of Five at Lout

A party of four of as left Bath for tbe 


upper part of Maine for a four days' 
bunting trip. There was one man among 
us, Orderly Sergeant Richardson, U. S. 
A., at Fort Popnam, Me., still in tbe 
service. On the third morning three of 
us—the sergeant, another and myself— 
left camp together in search of game, 
tbe snow falling thick, but calm; no 
wind. We had not gone more than a 
mile from camp when we saw on tbe 
next ridge (a hillside) five caribous 
standing in such an open place that it 
was almost impossible to get nearer to 
them without being seen. After a wt.it 
of some time for them to change their 
position, that we might advance and get 
a shot of more certainty, our silence 
was broken by tbe sergeant's remark 
that he had killed deer as far away as 
that, and thought he conld kill one of 
these. 


We all agreed to let him take a shot 


and estimated the distance at 500 yards. 
When he got in his position, which he 
calls the Texas grip, and selecting tbe 
one on tbe right told us to look out for 
him, at the crack of his rifle, to my 
great surprise, down came tbe animal 
with his back broken. The ethers, being 
bewildered, ran in a circle like, coming 
to a standstill somewhat nearer to us— 
all hands estimated 450 yards. Again 
ho selected tbe one on tbe right, and at 
the crack of tbe gun again the animal 
dropped, shot through the heart.

After a little 
skirmishing about in the brush we 
found him, and one more shot from the 
old spriugfield rifle, with tbe 'sergeant 
behind it, gave us four ont'of five cari- 
bous and only five shots fired, and by only 
one man at that. We went into camp 
with flying colors and were the' center 
of attraction tbat evening. 


One of the party inquired of the ser- 


geant where he had obtained such profi- 
ciency in marksmanship, when be palled 
bis coat open and exhibited n splendid 
gold badge from the army, a distin- 
guished marksman's medal, won by 
him in 1889 in the division competition 
of the army, department; of the east. 
Our party were on this hunt for several 
days and killed six deer, two elks and 
tour caribous, of which Sergeant Rich- 
ardson killed four caribous, three .deer 
and one elk, and he killed them all over 
300 yards, except one deer, which he 
shot on the run and about 150 yards' 
distance, breaking its neok.—J. 8.

hia Berkeley home. 


"I will not try to tell you how many 


times I have been asked to describe how 
Admiral Dew«y looked and acted and 
spoke on that occasion," sa;d the lipn- 
tonant. "Still it is a story that is al- 
ways pleasant to recall. I had known 
Admiral Dewey for 80 years, and I can- 
not say that his demeanor that morn- 
ing was greatly different from what it 
always is. Always he impresses one as 
a man who knows himself, who knows 
what he has to do and who means to do 
it. Such was Admiral Dewey then. He 
was cool, alert, intense and for the 
most part silent. 


"No. I cannot recall any particularly
